Courts may be Asked to Declare 
Lorimer’s Seat Vacant—Charges of 
Corruption in Recent Illinois Election 
Revived— Witnesses for |Prosecution 
Have Been Spirited Away 


Chicago, March 8.—That at least $625,000 was spent in defend- 
ing Senator Lorimer against charges of graft, in order that he 


might retain his seat in the upper house, was 
the statement made at a mass’ meeting last night 
by Rev. W. B. Williams, pastor of the First Metho- 


dist Church. The speaker in the course of an impassioned address 
further stated that $100,000 had been paid to one senator who de- 
fended Senator Lorimer on the floor of the senate just prior to 
when the vote was taken as to whether or not there was sufficient 
reason to warrant his seat being declared vacant. 

Rey. Williams announced that he had all the proof necessary 
to substantiate his statements and that when the time arrived he 
would produce the necessary affidavits. It is rumored that a fund 
is being gathered to press the case and should Congress refuse to 
reopen the case and ensure a thorough investigation the matter will 
be taken before a Supreme Court judge who will be asked to issue 
an order restraining Senator Lorimer from taking any part in the 
proceedings in the Senate until such time as the courts have decided 
whether or not he was legally elected. There is some question, how- 
ever, as to whether or not it would be possible to invoke the aid of 
the courts now that the Senate has decided by a vote of 46 to 4o that 
Senator Lorimer is entitled to his seat. 

It is further stated, however, that when the case came up in the 
senate there were a number of affidavits which were conveniently 
pigeonholed while at least ten witnesses who were to have been 
summoned before the bar of the upper house were, upon inquiry, 
bound to have departed for points unknown. 

Senator La Follette has announced that he will ask for a re- 
opening of the entire affair and it is stated that President Taft has 
announced that he will lend whatever aid may be necessary to en- 
sure a proper investigation.

senate should, abolish itself. 

If the senate of Canada and the house of lords of Great Britain 
would take that attitude the history of the world would be moved 
along a few cogs without any friction and the cause of democratic 
government would be that much better off. B ut there is little 


chance of such becoming the case. 

Nevertheless, whether the appointed bodies eliminate 
selves of their own accord as the United States senator has proposed 
to do, or whether they stay until they are forced into inocuousness | 
as the house of lords is being in Great Britain today, the final out-| 
come is inevitable. The elective bodies will go.

the appointed upper house might have been justified; but today, 
with the general average of intelligence so high and the referendum 
and the recall offering a simple and practicable method of placing 
the veto directly in the hands of the people, the upper house has out- 
lived its usefulness. 

Through the newspapers today the electorate learns as thor- 
oughly and as quickly as ever did the senate what the elected house 
is doing, and with the referendum in sight the elected house is not| 
likely to fly off at any tangent and jam through legislation which 
would be unpopular with the country at large. 

The theory of the upper house as a balance wheel gets a bad 
blow when it is taken into consideration that in most cases the upper 
house is of the same political stripe as the house of representatives, 
and is more than likely to agree with anything the elected body 
decides to do. 

It is orlly in the case of a complete reversal of public opinion 
such as was experienced in Great Britain when Lloyd George 
brought forth his land taxation policy that the appointed house runs 
counter to the elected house, and in this case, as in all similar cases, 
the appointed house is not a balance wheel, but a brake. 

With the senate abolished and the referendum substituted, the 
elected house could never pass legislation which was contrary to 
public opinion, and with the recal] it could not fail to pass legislation 
which. the public desired.
